ACUTE CONDITIONS

GEOGRAPHIC DISTRIBUTION

SELECTED FINDINGSf

From data collected in household interviews 
during the 12-month period from July 1960-June 
1961 by the U. S. National Health Survey, National 
Center for Health Statistics, it is estimated that 
about 359 million acute illnesses or injuries in­
volving either medical attention or restriction of 
normal daily activities occurred among the civil­
ian, noninstitutional population of the United 
States during the year. This represents an aver­
age of two acute conditions per person per year.

Residents of rural-nonfarm areas had the 
highest incidence rate, 213.7 acute conditions per 
100 persons per year, while persons living in 
rural-farm areas had the lowest rate, 178.9 
conditions per 100 persons per year. Among the 
four major regions of the United States persons 
residing in the West had the highest incidence 
rate, 239.2 acute conditions per 100 persons, 
primarily because they experienced more re­
spiratory conditions per person than residents 
in the other regions, among whom the incidence 
rate was about the same level.

During the year about half of all acute con­
ditions were respiratory illnesses. The next 
largest condition group consisted of injuries with 
infective and parasitic diseases a close third. In 
the Northeast and South, in fact, the infective and 
parasitic diseases ranked second. In rural-farm 
areas the incidence rates were lower for all three 
of these groups.

For all persons in the population, acute condi­
tions resulted in an average of 8.6 days of restrict­
ed activity and 3.3 days of bed disability per person 
per year. These disability-day rates were approx­
imately at the same level in urban and rural, areas 
of residence, but differed among regions. The 
people of the West reported the highest rates,

about 11 days of restricted activity per person 
per year and about 4.1 days of bed disability per 
person per year.

In general, acute conditions had about the 
same duration in terms of the length of activity 
restriction per condition in each area of resi­
dence and region. Exceptions were noted in the 
West where the number of restricted-activity 
days per injury' was substantially greater than 
the number of these days reported in the South 
and North Central States but only slightly greater 
than the duration of injuries sustained in the 
Northeast.

SOURCE OF DATA

The information contained in this publication 
is derived from household interviews conducted 
by the National Health Survey in cooperation  
with the Bureau of the Census of a probability 
sample of the civilian, noninstitutional population 
of the United States. The sample is designed so 
that interviews are conducted during every week 
of the year. During'the period from July 1960- 
June 1961 the sample was composed of approxi­
mately 38,000 households containing about 125,000 
persons living at the time of the interview.

' A description of the design of the survey, the 
methods used in estimation, and general qualifi­
cations of the data obtained from surveys is pre­
sented in Appendix I. Since the estimates shown 
in this report are based on a sample of the popu­
lation rather than on the entire population, they 
are subject to sampling error. Therefore, par­
ticular attention should be paid to the section 
entitled "Reliability of Estimates." While the 
sampling errors for most of the estimates are of 
relatively low magnitude, where an estimated 
number or the numerator or the denominator of 
a rate or percentage is small, the sampling error 
may be high. Charts of relative sampling errors 
and instructions for their use are shown in Ap­
pendix I.



Certain terms used in this report are defined 
in Appendix II. Some of the terms have special­
ized meanings for the purpose of the survey. For 
example, an acute condition is defined, with cer­
tain exceptions, as a condition which has lasted 
less than three months and which has involved 
either medical attention or restricted activity. 
The exceptions, which are listed in Appendix II, 
are certain conditions su^h as heart trouble and 
diabetes which are always considered to be 
chronic.

The questionnaire used by the Health Inter­
view Survey during July 1960-June 1961 is re­
produced in Appendix III. Each condition reported 
in response to the illness-recall questions (11-17) 
was entered on a line of Table I. Further questions 
were asked to obtain a better description of the 
specific condition and to obtain information about 
the actions taken by the person, such as seeking 
medical attention or restricting his usual ac­
tivities.

Information about the geographic distribution 
of acute conditions during the year, July 1958- 
June 1959, was presented in another report from 
the National Health Survey, Series B, No. 23. 
Other reports containing data about acute condi­
tions are Health Statistics, Series B, Nos. 5, 6, 
18, 24, and 33, and Series C, Nos. 1 and 4.

INCIDENCE OF ACUTE CONDITIONS  
AND ASSOCIATED DISABILITY BY 

RESIDENCE AND REGION

During July 1960-June 1961 an estimated 
359.3 million acute conditions, or about two con­
ditions per person, occurred among the civilian, 
noninstitutional population of the United States. 
The incidence rate of 201.9 acute conditions per 
100 persons was approximately the same as that 
for the 12-month period from July 1959-June 
1960; this rate was well below that for the first 
year of the Health Interview Survey, July 1957- 
June 1958, the year of the first large epidemic 
of Asian influenza. Table A presents a summary 
of the annual incidence rates for four years by 
sex, residence, and region.

In discussing the geographic distribution of 
acute conditions it is necessary to state the defi­
nition of an acute condition as used in the survey 
procedure. It is defined as a condition, other than 
certain conditions listed on cards A and B (Ap­
pendix III) and always considered to be chronic, 
which has lasted less than three months and which 
has involved either medical attention or restrict­
ed activity. It is possible that the geographic 
distribution of acute conditions, as shown in this 
report, is influenced by differences in utilization 
of medical facilities among residence groups or
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regions. It was reported in table 12 of Health Sta­
tistics, No. C-5, that the average annual num­
ber of physician visits differed by residence and 
region. In an area where the utilization of medi­
cal facilities is high, for example, the West, a 
large proportion of conditions receive medical 
attention and are reported in household interviews. 
Conversely, in an area where utilization of med­
ical facilities is low, e.g., the rural-farm areas, 
some of.the acute conditions not requiring re­
striction of activity would be excluded since med­
ical attention was not sought for the condition. 
Since all days of activity restriction are tabulated 
in the survey procedure, the geographic distri­
bution of these disability days would not be af­
fected except as a result of socioeconomic factors 
which may be associated with the individual's 
likelihood of restricting his activities or remain­
ing in bed for the day.

Residence is defined in terms of population 
density to differentiate between urban and rural 
areas (see Appendix II). Rural is  further c lassi­
fied as rural-farm and rural nonfarm. The defi­
nition of residence is the same as that used in the 
1950 Census of Population.

Residence by Sex and Age

The incidence rate per 100 persons was high­
est for residents of rural-nonfarm areas and 
lowest for persons residing in rural-farm areas 
of the United States during the year July 1960- 
June 1961 (tables A and 1). The rate for urban- 
area residents was about the same as that for all 
areas combined, 200.9 compared with 201.9 per 
100 persons. Higher rates were reported for fe­
males than for males in each residence group; 
the sex differential in rates was about the same 
order of magnitude in each area—about 8 percent. 
The higher female rates were generally confined 
to age groups from 15 years and older. It should 
be noted that for the age group, 5-14, slightly 
higher rates were reported for males than for fe­
males; however, this difference in rates may be 
explained by sampling variability. Among children 
under 5 years of age a greater proportion of girls 
experienced acute conditions in rural-farm areas, 
while in rural-nonfarm areas boys under 5 had 
higher incidence rates than were reported for 
girls in the same age group.

In each age-sex-residence category incidence 
rates were highest for children under 5 years of 
age and, in general, the incidence of acute condi­
tions declined during each succeeding age group. 
Figure 1 shows the age-specific rates for each 
of the three areas of residence. The distribution 
of rates for the urban and rural-nonfarm areas 
was closely comparable while the rates for rural- 
farm areas were lower in the early years of life

than those in the other areas. During the young 
adult ages the rates in rural-farm areas re­
mained about the same level and then declined in 
later years.

During the year the average individual in 
the population experienced about 8.6 days of re­
stricted activity and 3.3 bed-disability days 
associated with acute conditions (tables 2 and 3). 
Acute conditions caused about the same amount of 
restricted activity or bed disability for the aver­
age person of either sex in each area of resi­
dence.

However, the rates of restricted activity and 
bed disability by age had a different pattern; they 
were high for young people, declined through 
several age groups, and then began to climb to 
reach levels for persons aged 65 years and over 
that were as high or higher than those in the 
youngest age group. The distribution of disability- 
day rates by age was quite similar in each area 
of residence.

A high rate of bed-disability days per 100 
rural-farm females aged 15-24 was noted in 
Health Statistics, Series B, No. 23, for theperiod 
July 1958-June 1959. Since the rate of bed disa­
bility was not particularly high for this population 
group during the periods July 1959-June 1960 
and July 1960-June 1961, it is possible that the 
earlier figure could have occurred by chance 
alone as a result of sampling variability.

Residence by Sex and Condition Group

The distribution of incidence and disability- 
day rates per 100 persons in the population by 
sex and condition group is summarized in table 
B from data shown in tables 4, 5, and 6. The 
lower rates shown for rural-farm persons for 
all acute conditions resulted from lower rates in 
the infective and parasitic diseases and respira­
tory condition groups (table 4). The other condi­
tion groups had rates of about the same size in 
each residence group. A similar pattern was 
noted in disability-day rates (tables 5 and 6). The 
sex differential in incidence rates resulted from 
higher rates for females for acute respiratory 
conditions in each place of residence (table 4). A 
higher rate for males was present in these data 
for incidence of injuries.

About one half of all acute illnesses were 
respiratory conditions. This proportion was also 
reported in each residence group. The condition 
group with the lowest incidence rates was the 
digestive system group. Respiratory conditions 
were responsible for about half of all bed-disa­
bility days per 100 persons and about two of each 
five restricted-activity days per 100 persons. A 
larger proportion of restricted-activity days than 
of bed-disability days was contributed by injuries.

In addition to the rate of disability days per 
100 persons in the population, another measure 
of severity of the condition is  shown in figure 2. 
This figure shows the average number of re­
stricted-activity days per acute condition by resi­
dence and condition group. In general, the average 
amount of activity restriction associated with 
each acute condition was about the same in each 
area of residence. Although the rates are within 
the range of sampling variability, residents of 
rural-farm areas had more activity restriction

per condition for all condition groups except in 
the "other" group than did persons living in the 
other residence areas. The higher number of 
days of restricted activity per injury among 
rural-farm residents is of interest in view of the 
fact that the incidence rate for injuries (per 100 
population) was less than it was in other areas. 
These figures may indicate that rural-farm resi­
dents sustain injuries of greater severity or pos­
sibly that they do not seek medical attention for 
minor injuries not involving restricted activity. 
In the latter case such injuries would be excluded 
from the data, because they would not meet the 
definition of an acute condition (Appendix II), 
causing an increased average number of re­
stricted-activity days per case for those condi­
tions included in the tabulations. The "other"

condition group showed a higher rate for urban 
residents than for other residence areas. This 
group is composed of a variety of acute conditions 
including deliveries, complications of pregnan­
cies, skin conditions, ear diseases, and other 
acute conditions with relatively low incidence. It 
is  quite possible that some of these conditions re­
sult in more restriction of activity among urban 
residents because of differences in usual activity 
status. Among urban residents the kind of employ­
ment or other daily activity may be such that for 
some of these conditions it is more convenient to 
take time off from work or otherwise restrict 
their activities than it is  for rural-farm residents 
whose farm duties will not permit cutting down on 
usual activity.
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Region by Sex and Age

During the year July 1960-June 1961 the 
residents of the Western States had a higher e s ­
timated incidence of acute conditions, 239.2 cases 
per 100 persons, than did persons residing in the 
other major regions of the United States (tables 
C and 7). The incidence rates in the Northeast, 
North Central, and South were approximately the 
same. In each of the four regions women experi­
enced a higher incidence of acute conditions than 
did men.

Figure 3 shows the age distribution of inci­
dence rates for each region. People living in the 
West had higher rates in all age groups below

age 45. In general, the incidence of acute condi­
tions was highest among children in each region 
and lower rates were reported in each succeeding 
age group.

Tables 8 and 9 show the age-sex distribution 
of restricted-activity and bed-disability days per 
100 persons associated with acute conditions. 
For both restricted-activity days and bed-disa­
bility days, residents of the West experienced 
more disability per person than was reported by 
persons living in the other regions. Of interest 
is  the fact that, although the incidence rates were 
about the same in the other three regions, rates 
for disability days were not distributed evenly in 
these regions. The North Central States reported

substantially fewer days of restricted activity 
than were reported elsewhere. The lower number 
of restricted-activity days in the North Central 
States apparently was caused by older persons 
not requiring or not reporting as much activity 
restriction per person. The residents of tfie South 
reported about 50 more bed-disability days per

100 persons than were reported in the Northeast 
and North Central regions. In the South persons 
65 years of age and older experienced substantial­
ly more bed-disability days than were reported 
in the other regions. Age and sex distributions of 
disability days followed much the same pattern 
as that shown previously by residence with the 
exceptions noted above.

Region by Sex and Condition Group

A higher incidence rate for respiratory con­
ditions in the Western States was primarily re­
sponsible for the rate for all acute conditions 
being higher than in other regions (tables C and 
10). The West also had a slightly higher rate of 
injuries and "other" conditions. The highest rate 
for infective and parasitic diseases was reported 
from the Northeast, where the "virus" was re- 

» ported more often than elsewhere (table D). This 
is  an example of the situation where differences 
in diagnostic terminology has resulted in regional 
and possibly residential differences in incidence 
rates. How much of this occurs in other cate­
gories is unknown at present. A slightly higher 
rate for digestive system conditions was reported 
from the South. Except for injuries, females ex­
perienced more cases of each condition group; 
males had about half again as many injuries as 
occurred among females.

In all regions respiratory conditions were 
the most important cause of restricted-activity 
and bed-disability days per 100 persons (tables 
C, 11, and 12). Injuries were the second most 
important cause of restricted activity, but in­
fective and parasitic diseases were the second 
most important cause of bed disability. The dis­
tribution of disability days per 100 persons by 
sex and condition group was much the same as

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that shown for the incidence rates. A notable ex­
ception was that in the West a higher rate of bed- 
disability days due to injuries was reported among 
females than among males.

When the number of restricted-activity days 
per condition was computed as a measure of 
severity or average duration of the condition 
(fig. 4), it is noted that in most instances the 
average number of restricted-activity days per 
acute condition was the same in each region for 
most of the condition groups. However, residents 
of the West required substantially longer periods 
of activity restriction per injury and slightly 
longer periods per infective and parasitic dis­
eases than did residents of the other regions.

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APPENDIX I

TECHNICAL NOTES ON METHODS

Background of This Report

This rep o rt, Acute Conditions: Geographic D is tr i­
bution. is  one of a se rie s  of s ta tis tica l rep o r ts  p repared  
by the U. S. National Health Survey. It is  based on in for­
m ation collected in a continuing nationwide sam ple of 
households in the Health Interview Survey, which is  one 
of the m ajor p a rts  of the program .

The Health Interview Survey u tilizes a question­
n a ire  which, in addition to personal and dem ographic 
ch a ra c te ris tic s , obtains inform ation on illn esses , in­
ju r ie s , chronic conditions and im pairm ents, health in ­
su rance coverage, and other health topics. As data r e ­
lating to each of these various broad topics a re  tabu­
lated  and analyzed, separate  rep o rts  a re  issued  which 
cover one o r  m ore of the specific topics. The p resen t 
rep o rt is  based on the consolidated sam ple for 52 
weeks of interviewing ending June 1961.

The population covered by the sam ple for the 
Health Interview Survey is  the civilian, noninstitutional 
population of the United States living at the tim e of the 
interview . The sam ple does not include m em bers of the 
Arm ed F o rces, U. S. nationals living in foreign coun­
tr ie s ,  o r  crew s of vessels . It should also  be noted that 
the estim ates shown do not rep resen t a com plete inven­
tory  of acute conditions for the specified calendar p e r i­
od since no adjustm ent has been m ade for persons who 
incu rred  acute conditions during the tw o-w eek-recall 
period  but who died p rio r to the interview .

Statistical Design of the 
Health Interview Survey

G eneral plan.—The sampling plan of the survey fol­
lows a m ultistage probability design which p erm its  a 
continuous' sam pling of the civilian population of the 
United States. The f irs t stage of th is design consists  of 
drawing a sam ple of 500 from  the 1,900 geographically 
defined P rim ary  Sampling Units (PSU's) into which the 
United States has been divided. A PSU is  a county, a 
group of contiguous counties, o r a Standard M etropoli­
tan S tatistical Area.

With no loss in general understanding, the rem a in ­
ing stages can be telescoped and trea ted  in th is d iscus­
sion as  an ultim ate stage. Within PSU 's, then, u ltim ate 
stage units called segm ents a re  defined, also geograph­
ically , in such a m anner that each segm ent contains an 
expected six  households in the sam ple. Each week a 
random  sam ple of about 120 segm ents is  drawn. In the 
approxim ately 700 households in those segm ents, house­
hold m em bers a re  interviewed concerning fac to rs r e ­
lated  to health.

Since the household m em bers interview ed each 
week a re  a rep resen ta tive  sam ple of the population, 
sam ples for successive weeks can be combined into

la rg e r sam ples. Thus the design p erm its  both continu­
ous m easurem ent of c h a rac te ris tic s  of high incidence 
o r  prevalence in the population, and through the la rg e r  
consolidated sam ples, m ore  detailed analysis of le ss  
common c h a rac te ris tic s  and sm a lle r ca tegories. The 
continuous collection has adm inistra tive and operational 
advantages as well as technical a s se ts , since it perm its 
field work to be handled with an experienced, stable 
staff.

Sample size  and geographic deta il.—Over the 12- 
month period ending June 1961, the sam ple included ap­
proxim ately 125,000 persons from  38,000 households in 
6,400 segm ents. The o v er-a ll sam ple was designed in 
such a fashion that tabulations can be provided for each 
of the m ajor geographic regions and for urban and ru ra l 
se c to rs  of the United States.

Collection of data.—The field operations for the 
household survey a re  perform ed by the Bureau of the 
Census under specifications established by the Public 
Health Service. In accordance with these specifications 
the Bureau of the Census designs and se lec ts  the sam ­
ple, conducts the field interview ing, acting as  the co l­
lecting agent for the Public Health Service; and edits 
and codes the questionnaires. Tabulations a re  p repared  
by the Public Health Service using the Bureau of the 
Census electronic com puters.

Estim ating m ethods.—Each s ta tis tic  produced by 
the survey—for exam ple, the num ber of re s tr ic te d -a c ­
tivity days occurring  in a specified period—is  the r e ­
sult of two stages of ra tio  estim ation. In the f irs t  of 
these, the factor is  the ra tio  of the 1950 decennial pop­
ulation count to the 1950 estim ated population in the 
U. S. National Health Survey’s f irs t-s ta g e  sam ple of 
PSU 's. These fac to rs a re  applied for som e 50 co lo r- 
residence c lasse s .

L ater, ra tio s  of sam ple-produced estim ates of the 
population to official Bureau of the Census figures for 
cu rren t population in about 60 age-sex -co lo r c lasse s  
a re  computed, and se rv e  as second-stage-facto rs for 
ra tio  estim ating.

The effect of the ra tio  estim ating p rocess  is  to 
make the sam ple m ore closely rep resen ta tive  of the 
population by age, sex, co lor, and residence , thus r e ­
ducing sampling variance.

As noted, each w eek 's sam ple rep re se n ts  the popu­
lation living during that week and c h a rac te ris tic s  of 
that population. Consolidation of sam ples over a tim e 
period, say a calendar q u arte r, produces estim ates of 
average c h a rac te ris tic s  of the U. S. population for that 
calendar quarte r. S im ilarly , population data for a year 
a re  averages of the four quarte rly  figures.

F or s ta tis tic s  m easuring the num ber of occurrences 
during a specified tim e period, such as the num ber of 
bed-disability  days, o r  incidence of acute conditions, a 
sim ila r computational procedure is  used, but the s ta ­
tis tic s  have a different in terpretation . F or these item s,
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the questionnaire asks for the respondent's experience 
over the two calendar weeks p rio r to the week of in te r­
view. In such instances the estim ated quarterly  total for 
the sta tistic  is simply 6.5 tim es the average two-week 
estim ate produced by the 13 successive samples taken 
during the period. The annual total is the sum of the 
four quarte rs . Thus, the experience of persons in te r­
viewed during a y ea r—experience which actually oc­
curred  for each person in a two-calendar-week interval 
p rio r to week of interview —is  treated as though it 
m easured the total of such experience during the year. 
Such interpretation leads to no significant bias.

General Qualifications

Nonresponse.—Data w ere adjusted for nonresponse 
by a procedure which imputes to persons in a household 
which was not interviewed the characteristics of p e r­
sons in households in the sam e segment which were in­
terviewed. The total noninterview ra te  was 5 percent; 
1 percent was refusal, and the rem ainder was prim arily  
due to the failure to find any eligible household r e ­
spondent after repeated tr ia ls .

The interview p ro cess .—The sta tistics presented 
in this repo rt a re  based on rep lies secured in in te r­
views of persons in the sampled households. Each p er­
son 18 years of age and over, available at the time of 
interview, was interviewed individually. Proxy respond­
ents within the household w ere employed for children 
and for adults not available at the tim e of the interview, 
provided the respondent was closely related  to the p e r­
son about whom information was being obtained.

There a re  lim itations to the accuracy of diagnostic 
and other information collected in household interviews. 
For diagnostic inform ation, the household respondent 
can, at best, pass on to the interview er only the infor­
mation the physician has given to the family. For con­
ditions not medically attended, diagnostic information 
is  often no m ore than a description of symptoms. How­
ever, other facts, such as the number of disability days 
caused by the condition, can be obtained m ore accurate­
ly from  household m em bers than from any other source 
since only the persons concerned are  in a position to 
report information of this type.

Rounding of num bers.—The original tabulations on 
which the data in th is repo rt a re  based show all e s ti­
m ates to the nearest whole unit. All consolidations 
were made from  the original tabulations using the es­
tim ates to the nearest unit. In the final published tables 
the figures a re  rounded to the nearest thousand, although 
they are  not necessarily  accurate to that detail. Devised 
s ta tistics , such as ra te s  and percent distributions, are 
computed afte r the estim ates on which they are  based 
have been rounded to the nearest thousand.

Population figu res.—Some of the published tables 
include population figures for specified categories. 
Except for certain  o v er-a ll to tals by age and sex, which 
are  adjusted to independent estim ates, these figures are 
based on the sam ple of households in the U. S. National 
Health Survey. They a re  given prim arily  for the purpose 
of providing denom inators for ra te  computation, and for 
this purpose are  m ore appropriate for use with the ac­
companying m easures of health characteristics than 
other population data that may be available. In some in­
stances they will perm it u se rs  to recombine published 
data into c lasses  m ore suitable to their specific needs. 
With the exception of the o v er-a ll totals by age and sex,

mentioned above, the population figures differ from  co r­
responding figures (which are derived from different 
sources) published in reports of the Bureau of the Cen­
sus. F or population data for general use, see the offi­
c ial estim ates presented in Bureau of the Census r e ­
ports in the P-20, P-25, and P-60 se ries .

Reliability of Estimates

Since the estim ates a re  based on a sam ple, they 
will differ somewhat from the figures that would have 
been obtained if a complete census had been taken using 
the sam e schedules, instructions, and interviewing p e r­
sonnel and procedures. As in any survey, the re su lts  
a re  also subject to measurem ent e rro r .

The standard e rro r  is p rim arily  a m easure of sam ­
pling variability , that is , the variations that might 
occur by chance because only a sample of the population 
is surveyed. As calculated for this report, the standard 
e r ro r  also re flec ts  part of the variation which a r ise s  in 
the m easurem ent process. It does not include estim ates 
of any b iases which might lie in the data. The chances 
a re  about 68 out of 100 that an estim ate from the sam ­
ple would differ from a complete census by le s s  than 
the standard e r ro r . The chances a re  about95out of 100 
that the difference would be less than twice the standard 
e r ro r  and about 99 out of 100 that it would be le ss  than 
2M tim es as large.

The rela tive standard e rro r  of an estim ate is  ob­
tained by dividing the standard e r ro r  of the estim ate by 
the estim ate itself, and is  expressed as a percentage of 
the estim ate. Included in this Appendix are  ch arts  from 
which the re la tive  standard e r ro rs  can be determ ined 
for estim ates shown in the report. In o rder to derive 
rela tive e r ro rs  which would be applicable to a wide va­
riety  of health s ta tistics and which could be prepared  at 
a m oderate cost, a number of approximations w ere r e ­
quired. As a resu lt, the charts provide an estim ate of 
the approxim ate relative standard e r ro r  ra th e r than the 
p rec ise  e r ro r  for any specific aggregate o r percentage.

T hree c lasse s  of sta tistics for the health survey 
a re  identified for purposes of estimating variances.

Narrow range.—This class consists of (1) s ta tis tics  
which estim ate a population attribute, e.g., the number 
of persons in a particular sex-age group, and (2) s ta tis ­
tics for which the m easure for a single’ individual for 
the period of reference is usually either 0 o r  1, on 
occasion may take on the value 2, and very ra re ly , 3.

Medium range.—This class consists of other s ta ­
tis tic s  for which the m easure for a single individual for 
the period of reference will ra re ly  lieou tsidethe range 
0 to 5.

Wide range .—This class consists of s ta tis tic s  for 
which the m easure for a single individual for the period 
of reference frequently will range from  0 to a number 
in excess of 5, e.g ., the number of days of re s tr ic ted  
activity experienced during the year. '

In addition to classifying variables according to 
whether they a re  narrow -, m edium -, o r w ide-range, 
s ta tis tic s  in the survey are further defined as:

Type A.—Statistics on prevalence, and incidence 
data for which the period of re feren ce  in 
the questionnaire is 12 months.

Type B.—Incidence-type sta tistics for which the 
period of reference in the questionnaire 
is  two weeks.
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Only the charts on sampling e rro r  applicable to data 
contained in this repo rt are presented. Those shown are  
ch arts  for aggregates based on four calendar quarte rs 
of data collection.

General ru les for determining re la tive  sampling 
e r r o r s .—The "guide" on page 26, together with the fol­
lowing ru les , will enable the reader to determ ine ap­
proxim ate rela tive standard e r ro rs  from  the ch arts  for 
estim ates presented in this report.

Rule 1. E stim ates of aggregates: Approximate r e l ­
ative standard e r ro rs  of estim ates of ag­
gregates, such as the number of persons 
with a given characteristic , o r the number 
of disability days a re  obtained from  ap­
propriate curves on page 27. The number 
of persons in the total U. S. population or 
in an age-sex c lass  of the total population 
is adjusted to official Bureau of the Census 
figures and is  not subject to sampling 

. e r ro r .
Rule 2. E stim ates of percentages in a percent d is­

tribution: Relative standard e r ro rs  of p e r ­
centages in a percent distribution of a total 
a re  obtained from appropriate curves on 
pages 28,29,and 30. For values which do not 
fall on one of the curves presented  in the 
chart, visual interpolation will provide a 
satisfactory approximation.

Rule 3. Estim ates of ra te s  where the num erator is 
a subclass of the denom inator: (Not r e ­
quired for s ta tis tics  presented  in th is 
report.)

Rule 4. E stim ates of ra te s  where the num erator is  
not a subclass of the denom inator: This 
ru le applies where a unit of the num erator 
often occurs m ore than once for any one 
unit in the denominator. For example, in 
the computation of the number of days of 
bed disability per person per year, sev­
e ra l of the days included in the num erator 
could be assigned to a person (one unit) in 
the denominator. Approximate rela tive 
standard e r ro rs  for ra te s  of this kind may 
be computed as follows:
(a) Where the denominator is  the total 

U. S. population, o r includes all p e r ­
sons in one o r m ore of the age-sex 
groups of the total population, the r e l ­
ative e r ro r  of the ra te  is" equivalent 
to the re la tive  e r ro r  of the num erator 
which can be obtained d irectly  from 
the appropriate chart.

(b) In other cases, obtain the rela tive 
standard e r ro r  of the num erator and 
of the denominator from the appropri­
ate curve. Square each of these re la ­
tive e r ro rs ,  add the resulting values, 
and extract the square root of the sum. 
This procedure will resu lt in an upper 
bound, and often will oversta te  the 
e rro r .
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Guide to Use of Relative Standard Error Charts

The code shown below identifies the appropriate 
curve to be used in estim ating the relative standard 
e rro r  of the s ta tis tic  described. The four components 
of each code describe the s ta tistic  as follows: (1)

A = aggregate, P = percentage; (2) the number of calen­
dar quarte rs of data collection; (3) the type of the s ta ­
tis tic  as described on page 24; and (4) the range of the 
s ta tis tic  as described on page 24.

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APPENDIX II

DEFINITIONS OF CERTAIN TERMS USED IN THIS REPORT

Terms Relating to Conditions

Condition.—A morbidity condition, o r sim ply a con­
dition, is  any entry on the questionnaire which describes 
a departure from a sta te of physical o r m ental well­
being. It resu lts  from a positive response to one of a 
se rie s  of " illness-recall"  questions. In the coding and 
tabulating process, conditions a re  selected o r c las­
sified according to a number of different c r ite r ia , 
such as, whether they were medically attended; whether 
they resu lted  in disability; whether they w ere acute 
or chronic; o r according to the type of d isease , in­
jury, im pairm ent, o r symptoms reported . For the pu r­
poses of each published repo rt o r  set of tables, only 
those conditions recorded on the questionnaire which 
satisfy certain  stated c r ite r ia  a re  included.

Acute conditions a re  classified  by type according 
to the International C lassification of D iseases, 1955 
Revision, with certain  modifications adopted to make 
the code m ore suitable for a household-inter view-type 
survey.

Acute condition.—An acute condition is  defined as 
a condition which has lasted le s s  than th ree months 
and which has involved either medical attention or 
restric ted -activ ity . Because of the procedures used 
to estim ate incidence, the acute conditions included 
in this repo rt a re  the conditions which had their 
onset during the two weeks p rio r  to the interview 
week and which involved either m edical attention o r 
re s tr ic ted  activity during that two-week period. How­
ever, it excludes certain  conditions which a re  always 
classified  as chronic (listed below) even though the 
onset occurred  within three months.

Onset of condition.—A condition is  considered 
to have had its onset when it was f irs t  noticed. This 
could be the tim e the person f irs t  felt sick o r be­
came injured, o r it could be the tim e when the p e r­
son o r h is family was f ir s t  told by a physician that 
he had a condition of which he was previously unaware.

Incidence of conditions.—The incidence of con­
ditions is the estim ated number of conditions having 
their onset in a specified tim e period. As previously
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mentioned, m inor acute conditions, involving neither 
res tric ted  activity nor m edical attention are  excluded 
from the s ta tistics . The incidence data shown in some 
repo rts  are further lim ited to various subclasses 
of conditions, such as, "incidence of conditions in­
volving bed disability."

A ctivity-restricting condition.—An activ ity -re­
stricting  condition is  a condition which has caused 
at least one day of re s tr ic ted  activity during the 
two calendar weeks before the interview  week. (See def­
inition of "R estricted-activity  day.") The incidence of 
acute activ ity -restricting  conditions is  estim ated from 
the number of such conditions reported  as having 
started  in the two-week period, but a condition which 
did not resu lt in re s tr ic ted  activity until after the 
end of the two-week period in which it had its  onset 
is  not included.

Bed-disabling condition.—A condition involving at 
least one day of bed disability is  called a bed-dis­
abling condition. (See definition of "B ed-disabilityday.") 
The incidence of acute bed-disabling conditions is  de­
fined in a manner analogous to the incidence of acute 
activ ity-restricting  conditions.

Medically attended condition.—A condition is  con­
sidered to be medically attended if a physician has been 
consulted about it either at its  onset o r at any time 
thereafter. Medical attention includes consultation ei­
ther in person o r by telephone for treatm ent o r advice. 
Advice from the physician transm itted  to the patient 
through the nurse is  counted as well as v isits to 
physicians in clinics o r hospitals. If during the course 
of a single v isit the physician is  consulted about 
m ore than one condition for each of several patients, 
each condition of each patient is  counted as medi­
cally attended.

Discussions of a ch ild 's  condition by the phy­
sician and a responsible m em ber of the household 
are  considered as medical attention even if the child 
was not seen at that tim e.

For the purpose of this definition, the term  "phy­
sician" includes doctors of medicine and osteopathic 
physicians.

Terms Relating to Disability

Disability.—Disability is  the general term  used 
to describe any tem porary o r long-term  reduction 
of a person 's activity as a resu lt of an acute o r chronic 
condition.

Disability days a re  classified according to whether 
they are  days of re s tr ic ted  activity, bed-days, work- 
loss days, o r school-loss days. All days of bed d isa­
bility a re , by definition, days of re s tr ic ted  activity. 
The converse form of th is statem ent is , of course, 
not true. Days lost from work and days lost from 
school a re  also days of re s tr ic te d  activity for the 
working and school-age populations. Hence, restric ted  
activity is the m ost inclusive term  used in describing 
disability days.

Condition-days of restric ted -ac tiv ity , bed disabil­
ity, e tc .—Condition-days of re s tr ic ted  activity, bed 
disability, and so forth a re  days of the various forms 
of disability associated with any one condition. Since 
any particu lar day of disability may be associated 
with m ore than one condition, the sum of days for all

conditions adds to m ore than the total number of p e r­
son-days of disability.

R estricted-activ ity  day.—A day of re s tr ic ted  ac­
tivity is  one on which a person substantially reduces 
the amount of activity norm al for that day because 
of a specific illness o r  injury. The type of reduction 
varies with the age and occupation of the individual 
a s  well as with the day of the week or season of the year. 
R estricted activity covers the range from substantial 
reduction to complete inactivity for the en tire  day.

Bed-disability day.—A day of bed disability is 
one on which a person stays in bed for all o r most 
of the day because of a specific illness o r  injury. 
It is considered to be a day only if the period of 
bed disability includes m ore than half of the day­
light hours. All hospital days for inpatients a re  con­
sidered to be days of bed disability even if the patient 
was not actually in bed at the hospital.

W ork-loss day.—A day lost from work is a nor­
m al working day on which a person did not work at 
his job o r business- because of a specific illness or 
injury. If the person 's  regular work day is le ss  than 
a whole day and the en tire  work day was lost, it would 
be counted as a whole work day lost. The number 
of days lost from  work is  determined only for p e r­
sons 17 years of age o r over who reported  that at 
any tim e during the two-week period covered by the 
interview they either worked at, o r had a job or 
business.

School-loss day.—A day lost from school is  a 
normal school day on which a child did not attend 
school because of a specific illness o r injury. The 
number of days lost from school is determined only 
for children 6-16 years of age.

Demographic Terms .

Age.—The age recorded for each person is  the 
age at la s t birthday. Age is  recorded in single years 
and grouped in a variety  of distributions depending 
upon the purpose of the table.

Residence.—Residence is the term  used to signify 
the division of the United States into urban, ru ra l-non ­
farm , and ru ra l-fa rm  populations. The definition of 
urban and ru ra l a reas  is  the same as that used in the 
1950 Census.

Urban.—The urban population com prises all 
persons living in (a) places of 2,500 inhabitants 
o r m ore incorporated as cities, boroughs, o r 
villages; (b) incorporated towns of 2,500 inhab­
itants o r  m ore except in New England, New York, 
and Wisconsin where "Towns" are  simply minor 
civil divisions of counties; (c) the densely settled 
urban fringe, including both incorporated and unin­
corporated a re as , around cities of 50,000 o r m ore; 
and (d) unincorporated places of 2,500 inhabitants 
o r m ore outside any urban fringe. The remaining 
population is  classified  as ru ra l.

Rural farm .—The ru ra l-fa rm  population in­
cludes all ru ra l residents living on farm s. In de­
ciding whether the m em bers of a household live 
on a farm  o r ran ch , the statem ent of the respond­
ent is  accepted with the following exception. 
P ersons who pay cash rent for house and yard
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States Includedonly a re  classified as nonfarm even if the su r­
rounding area is farm  land. This special case 
does not cover: (1) the living quarte rs of a 
tenant farm er who ren ts farm  land as well as 
house and yard; (2) the q u arte rs  of a hired 
hand who receives living quarte rs on a farm  
as p art of his compensation; o r (3) separate 
living quarters inside a structu re  which is c las­
sified as being on a farm . In all of these cases 
the living quarters are counted as being on a farm . 
Furtherm ore, all persons in institutions, sum m er 
cam ps, m otels, and tourist camps which a re  lo­
cated in farm  areas a re  classified  as nonfarm.

Rural nonfarm.—The rural-nonfarm  popula­
tion includes all of the rem aining ru ra l pop­
ulation.
Region.—For the purpose of classifying the pop­

ulation by geographic area , the States a re  grouped 
into four regions. These regions, which correspond to 
those used by the Bureau of the Census, a re  as follows:
